Ginger and 
Molasses 
Goodies 


AVE you ever in passing down 
H the street of some strange 
city caught a whiff of spicy 
gingerbread baking in someone's 
kitchen. Did not the appetizing odor 


cause pangs of homesickness and 
recollection of the home kitchen, 
with mother cutting out ginger 


cookies or slipping a pan of crispy, 
brown gingerbread out of the oven? 

Almost everyone likes hot ginger- 
bread and when it is Hight and ten- 
der it is certainly most delectable 
eating; and whether .t is prepared 
with hot water, sour milk or cream, 
coffee, apple sauce or sweet milk as 
the liquid, the finished results are all 
equally good. 

When baking anything into which 
molasses enters use @ moderate 
oven and cook on the bottom shelf 
It is the better plan to slip a tin 
plate or pan directly under the cake 


pan holding the gingerbread for the 
last ten minutes of cooking, as gin- 
gerbread scorches very easily. 
Sofi, Hot Water Gingerbread. 

Combine one cupful of molasses 
with one and a half cupfuls of botling 
water and one teaspoonful of baking 
soda. Have ready half a cupful of 
clarified beef dripping creamed with 
one cupful of brown sugar. Blend 
with the first liquid and add half a 
teaspoonful of salt, one and a half 
teaspoonfuls of ginger, two teaspoon- 
fuls of cinnamon and half a teaspoon- 
ful each of cloves and allspice. Beat 
well, stir in one well-beaten egg and 
two and a half cupfuls of flour, sift- 
ed with three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Have the batter rather thin 
and bake in a greased shallow pan, 
using an oven heated to 375 degrees 
for the first 15 minutes, then reduce 
the heat slightiy and bake for ten 
minutes longer. 


Baking the gingerbread in this way 
gives a very crisp, candied crust 
with a light, delicate crumb. If sour 
cream is used reduce the shortening 
one-half and use half an additional 
teaspoonful of soda. If coffee is used 
substitute strained coffee for the hot 
water 

Gingerbread Cheese Cake, 

Heat one cupful of molasses with 
half a pound of grate: \merican 
cheese in the upper part of the dou- 
ble-boller until the cheese is melted, 
Add one teaspoonful of baking soda 
and stir vigorously. Mix and sift 
together two cupfuls of flour, half a 
cupful of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of 
ginger, one teaspoonful of salt and 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and add to the molasses and cheese 
mixture, alternately with one cupful 
of water. Bake 15 minutes in a well- 
greased pan in an oven heated to 375 
degree. 


Spice Nut Bars, 

Beat four eggs lightly and combine 
with two cupfuls of sugar, one cup~- 
ful of molasses, one cupful of any 
kind of jam, one cupful of chopped 
blanched althonds, half a teaspoonful 
of salt, one-quarter of a teaspoonful 
each ofcioves, allspice, ginger and 
cinnamon, the grated rind of one 
orange and one lemon, one square of 
melted bitter chocolate, six table- 
spoonfuls of melted shortening, one 
teaspoonful of baking soda dissolved 
in half acupful of sour milk and 
sufficient sifted flour to roll thin. Cut 
in even strips, lay in greased pan 
and bake until crisp and brown. 

Bread Crumb Molasses Cake. 

Combine four tablespoonfuls of 
butter substitute with three-quar- 
ters of a cupful of boiling water and 
one cupful of molasses. Add half a 
teaspoonful of salt, one tablespoonful 
of ground ginger and three-quarters 
of acupful of grated bread crumbs, 
Stir in the beaten yolks of two eggs 
with one cupful of flour, sifted with 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and fold in the stiffly whipped ega 
whites Bake in a moderate oven 
heated to 350 degrees
